well founded rumor. It Is the hlra of 
capitalist* to s» cure easy access to the 
eastern market*. It is expectpd 
that 


the work will be started within the 
ye<tr. 
A large number of rlfihts-of- 
ways in the Cheat neighborhood hav*i 
been taken up already and 
several 
routes have be-'n surveyed. It Is nlso

GERMAN COKE INDUSTRY. 


Value of By-Productt in Year 
i> an 


Important Item. 


Consul General A. M. Thackerin sta- 


tioned at Berlin gives some interest- 
ing statistics relating to Germany's 
coal and coke industries in 1908. 


Reports were received from~302 coal 


mines, which reported that an aggre- 
gate o£ 562,DM 1 -workmen were employ- 
ed by them during 190S. Their payrolls 
(or the year amounted to J197.533.04S, 
and their output to 146.093,645 tons of 
coal, valued at $375,367.412, or about 
?2.57 per ton. 


It required 24.525 workmen, receiv- 


ing ?3,S39.330 in wages, to operate the 
171 German coke oven plants that con- 
sumed 30,522,358 tons of native 
coal, 


worth $79,564,114 and 349,743 tons of 
foreign coal, valued at 
$1,060,766 in 


1908. From this amount of coal there 
were produced 22,722,917 tons of coke, 
valued at J92.r,S8.506; 632,378 tons of 
tar, worth 53,037,118: 
60,816 tons of 


ammonia 
by-products, 
aggregating 


J13.118.500; and 58,134 tons of benzol, 
valued at $2.003,482. 


Seventy-two plants for the manufac- 


ture of coal briquets employed 2,055 
workmen, and paid $83S,712 in "wages 
.for that year. They consumed 
4,575,- 


996 tons of coal of German origin, 
worth ?9,907,226, and 117,56l> tons of 
foreign coal, valued at J497. 898. Their 
output amounted to 5,103,019 tons of 
briquets, aggregating $17,271,422. 


SAFETY OF EMPLOYES, 


Progressive Step of Baltimore & Ohio 


in Installing New Machinery. 


The Baltimore & Ohio railroad has 
tat en a progressive step In thoroughly 
modern railroad management through 
the precautionary methods this big 
trunk line system has adopted in Itfe 
shops looking to the safety and pro- 
tection of Its employes. Several months 
ago the Baltimore & Ohio placed ex- 
tensive orders for new machinery of 
latest design, much of it being for use 
in heavy locomotive construction iind 
other shop work of similar character, 
and practically ail of. this machinery is 
now In use. "With the installation of 
the new machines. Improved methods 
of Fafepuardincr the m^n employed to 
oper.'ite them were adopted, after caro- 
ful studs' by the road's motive pcnver 
experts and an inspection of several 
large manufaL-turing plants. 


These methods for the protection of 


men from injury are being: carried out 
to a greater or leas extent at all the 
shops on the system;'in-fact, it Is a 
general progressive step throughout 
all departments of the Baltimore & 
Ohio. Bridges are being- equipped with 
safety platforms for 'the protection of 
men working on the track. 


B. & 0. WINS 


In the Sancf Patch Cases in the U. S. 


Circuit Court. 


A decision of special importance to 


the railroads was rendered in favor of 
the United States Circuit Court of Ap- 
peal at Philadelphia last week in what 
is known as the Sand Patch cases, in- 
volving the scope of the g-eneral safely 
appliance act. The point, in controversy 
involved the rights of the railroad to 
use handbrakes on freight trains belne 
operated over the road. 


The government brought suit against 


the Baltimore &. Ohio railroad, citing 
22 specific cases where handbrakes had 
been applied on its trains m the vicin- j 
ity of Sand Pntch, Somerset county. I 
The railroad in defense claimed 
the 


right to use handbrakes in conjunction 
with airbrakes so long as the proper 
amount of air pressure was maintained 
In the train line, the use of the hand- 
brakes Isuring greater safety. 
The 


case had been decided in favor of the 
railroad by the lower court, und on ap- 
ppal was sustained by the United 
States Circuit Court oC Appeals. 


GET MEDALS. 


Major L. P. McCormick and Sergeant 


George Calhoun Honored. 


Major L. P. McCormick of the Tenth 


regiment has received two additional 
medalg for service, being those author- 
ized by Congress for those who saw 
service in the Civil, Indian, Spanish, 
Philippine and Chinese wars who are 
still members of the regular army or 
the'National Guard.
